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FINLAND The invasion of Finland has brought to public attention a 

country always marginal from the standpoint of human set— 
tlement, but of political and cultural significance because of its 
geographical situation. As one of the most northerly countries of 
the world Finland is thinly settled and heavily forested, with many 
aspects of pioneer life still in evidence. Nevertheless, it has been 
the meeting place and battle ground of two important cultural and po- 
litical forces. 


The Finns think of their country as an outpost of Western cul- 
ture. From 1249 to the time of the Napoleonic Wars it was a part of 
Sweden, its territory often the stage for the struggle against Rus- 
sian invasion from the east, and less frequently a base for Swedish 
adventures in the eastern Baltic. In the course of centuries the 
boundary between Russia and Sweden moved back and forth across Fin- 
land many times. The wars of 1700-1721 and 1741-1743 resulted in 
partial Russian successes, followed by complete victory in 1808. 
From 1809 to 1917 the coumtry remained a grand duchy of Russia, en- 
joying a substantial measure of autonomy. The period since 1917 is 
the only one inarecorded history dating back to the twelfth century 
during which Finland has maintained an independent national existence. 


The Finns are believed to have reached their present country in 
the early centuries of the Christian era, as a group of wandering 
tribes driven north and west by the advancing Slavs. Today there are 
two main racial types, neither pure: one.tall, long-headed, predomi- 
nantly Nordic, the other short, round-headed, more representative of 
the original Finns. Some Mongolian characteristics appear, possibly 
as a result of intermixture with the Lapps and related peoples. 


The Finnish language is connected with Hungarian, Estonian, and 
the languages of scattered peoples in northern Russia and western 
Siberia, suggesting previous associations between these now widely 
dispersed groups. The closest linguistic relatives of the Finns are 
the Estonians, and the Karelians who live across the Russian border 
in the forests west of the Leningrad-Murmansk railroad and on the 
Kola peninsula. These latter probably number not more than 200,000 
people widely scattered inan area almost the size of Finland itself. 
They are in varying stages of Russianization and are a minority in 
Karelia as a whole. The present boundary between Finland and Russia 
apparently approximates that between predominantly Russian and pre- 
dominantly Scandinavian influences. 


This relationship to the east has been of minor importance in 
Shaping Finnish civilization, which developed rather through contact 
with the Swedes on the west. Even prior to the arrival of the Finns, 
the Swedes had already occupied portions of the western coast and 
particularly the Rland Islands, which extend towithin 24 miles of the 
Swedish coast. The Swedish crusades and migrations of the thirteenth 
and later centuries added a further Swedish element, especially in 
the island and coastal regions. 











Swedish influences in the life of Finland are reflected in the 
present linguistic and religious composition of the population. In 
1937, 96 per cent were reported as Lutherans. Less than 2 per cent 
were reported as of Greek Orthodox faith, a proportion somewhat in 
excess of that before the World War. According to official statis- 
tics, Finnish-speaking persons constituted 89 per cent of the popu- 
lation in 1930. There was aSwedish-speaking minority of 10 per cent, 
concentrated in the cities, where they made up19 per cent of the to- 
tal. The Swedes have tended to form the middle bourgeoisie, though 
they have been declining in relative importance for a long time, due 
to lower fertility, differential emigration, and absorption by the 
Finns. In 1930 there were 8,216 persons reporting Russian as the na- 
tive language, the largest number of Russian-speaking persons ever 
reported in a census of Finland. Numerically the Lapps were an even 
more insignificant minority’ of 2,113 people. 


Finland has acontinuous record of vital statistics back to 1750, 
thanks to the parish system of registration established by the Swedes. 
The complete historical record by decades, amd by single years since 
1930, is presented in Table 3 of the Statistics Section. 


The fluctuations of the birth rate in Finland have been closely 
associated with those inNorway and Sweden through much of the period. 
However, the rates have fluctuated more widely, and have been consis- 
tently higher than those in the Scandinavian countries. The birth 
rate has declined intermittently but persistently from an average of 
45 in 1751-1755 to an average of 18 for 1931-1935. More than half of 
the total decline has occurred since 1880. 


There does not seem to have been a close relationship between 
the course of the death rate in Finland and in Scandinavia. In the 
eighteenth century the rates for Sweden and for Finland were similar 
(from 25 to 30), though they did not fluctuate together. Finland did 
not enjoy the steady decline experienced by Sweden after 1810, due to 
the effects of war and sporadic famine. In two periods of the nine- 
teenth century, the quinquennial death rate was high enough to pro- 
duce net decreases in the population; in 1806-1810 there was a birth 
rate of 34 and a death rate of 39, while in 1866-1870 the birth rate 
was 32 and the death rate 39. In the year 1868 asevere famine raised 
the death rate to above 80. Between 1875 and 1915 mortality fell 
rapidly, its downward course closely approximating that inFrance but 
remaining above that in Sweden. The World War did not affect Finland 
very directly, though depressed living conditions resulted in a slow 
increase of the death rate from 1914 to 1916. In 1918, the year of 
the Bolshevist uprisings, the death rate rose sharply to 29, well 
above the birth rate of 24. The death rate reached a low of 12 in 
1935. Infant mortality has declined from an average of 142 in 1891- 
1900 to 69 in 1937. The expectation of life at birth increased from 
43 for males and 46 for females in 1891-1900 to 54 for males and 59 
for females in 1931-1935. 


The net reproduction rate declined from 1.43 for the period 
1901-1910 to 0.96 for the period 1931-1935. Although the total pop- 
ulation is still increasing, the annual surplus of births over deaths 
is decreasing. For the first decade of the twentieth century the 
average annual surplus of births was 38 thousand; for the third de- 
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cade it was 29 thousand; 





The vital rates are intermediate between the lower 
Scandinavia and the higher rates of eastern Europe. The birth rates 
for Sweden, Finland (de facto population), and Poland in 1937 were 
respectively 14, 20, and25; the death rates were 12, 13, and 14; and 
the infant mortality rates were 46, 69, and 136. 
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The rate of increase was highest in the rural areas. 


in 1937, it was 20 in the rural areas and 13 in the toms.

Over the whole period of its recorded demographic history, Fin- 
land has grown much more rapidly than her Scandinavian neighbors, 
4 which are the only countries having historical series of equal length. 
F The average population of Finland in the.period 1751-1755 was only 
44] thousand, as compared with 637 thousand for Norway and1,828 thou- 
sand for Sweden. One hundred years later Finland had passed Norway, 
B the respective figures, in thousands, being: 1,668; 1,442; and 3,558. 
4 Similar figures for the de facto populations in 1930 were 3,463; 
2,786; and 6,131. Over the period Finland increased from less than 
one-fourth of the population of Sweden to well over one-half. 


In 1881- 


1890 the birth rate was 36 in the rural areas and 29 in the towns; 


Before 


the World War emigration served asan outlet for considerable numbers, 
especially from the poorer rural areas. Emigration amounted to 41 
per cent of the natural increase from 1901 to 1910, 27 per cent from 
i 1911 to 1920, 20 per cent from 1921 to 1930, and a negligible amount 


j since. Thus although emigration served to prevent the development 
' of more acute population pressure onmeager resources before 1914, it 





has ceased to play a significant role in the national economy. 


The 3,630 thousand people of Finland, estimated de facto popu- 
lation of 1937, live in a country as large as Poland or Italy. How- 
ever, only 7 per cent of the land is cultivated. The soil is thin, 
devoid of hums, and deficient inlime and phosphorous; the extensive 
areas of marshland are so acid as to require generations of cultiva- 
tion before they are productive. The one great resource of the area 
is its timber, which has always formed the backbone of its industrial 


development and provides an essential supplement to the small agri- 


cultural income of its peasants. 


The influence of climatic factors in determining the location of 
q agriculture and hence of population is illustrated by the map on the 
P front cover, which shows the density of the rural population. The 


areas of dense settlement closely follow the coastline, 


where the 


moderating influence of the sea makes agriculture more productive. 
As one proceeds north and east away from the coasts the climate be- 
comes increasingly rigorous and the density of the population declines 
correspondingly. Large areas in the northern half of the country are 
practically wminhabited. With the exception of the Karelian Isthms, 
the districts adjoining Russia are sparsely populated. The eastern 
border is forested for almost its entire length of over 1,000 miles. 


Agriculture remains the principal occupation of Finland, with 


three-fifths of the population dependent upon it in 1930. 


Internal 


migration removed some of the surplus population from the land to the 


cities, but did not eliminate widespread agrarian distress. Conse- 








quently the government embarked uponalarge scale program of agrarian 
reform. Efforts were made to encourage land owmership, to increase 
the size of small holdings, and to insure that as many holdings as 
possible included forest land. Extensive land settlement programs 
were carried out on both public and private property, and after 1926, 
there was a special system of bonuses for clearing land. Other so- 
cial and economic measures related toalleviation of population pres- 
Sure were: the improvement of the educational system, which is simi- 
lar to that of Sweden; the development of an already extensive coop-— 
erative movement; and the extension of electrification, agricultural 
research, and the public health program. 


Agricultural income and levels of living in Finland remain low. 
In 1930, one-fourth of the holdings were less than five acres, and 
three-fourths less than 25. Yet three-fifths of the farm families 
owned their land. A third ofall farms had electricity, but the pro- 
portion varied from over one-half, in Uusimaa, toless than one-tenth 
in northern non-industrialized areas. The proportion of houses with 
bath-houses, cellars, and larders had increased. The official housing 
statistics, based on the number of rooms that can be heated, indi- 
cate a decline in the proportion of one-room houses from one-third 
in 1900 to one-fifth in 1930. In the latter year, almost three-fifths 
of the rural population still lived in one- or two-room houses; in 
rural Finland there was an average of 1.79 persons for each room. 


Though Finland is predominantly a rural country, there has been 
a strong trend toward urbanization and industrialization in recent 
years. The proportion of people living in the towns increased from 
6 per cent in 1850 to 13 per cent in 1900 and 22 per cent in 1937. 
However, in 1930 there were only four cities of over 50,000 popula- 
tion, and six of from 10,000 to 50,000. Seven of these 10 cities are 
located on the coasts. 


Many of the largést industrial establishments are outside the 
cities and towns, a matter of some strategic importance. The pro- 
portion of the population dependent on industry increased from 7 per 
cent in 1880 tol? per cent in 1930. Almost two-fifths of the approxi- 
mately 200,000 industrial laborers in 1937 were engaged in the wood 
and paper industries; in the same year, the products of these indus- 
tries accounted for over four-fifths of the value of all exports. In 
recent years more than one-third of Finland's foreign trade has been 
with the United Kingdom, about one-sixth with Germany, and from 10 to 
15 per cent with Scandinavia. Trade with Russia, which averaged 29 
per cent of the total in 1906-1910, had fallen to 1 per cent in 1937. 


Despite its modest levels of living, Finland seems to have 
achieved a reasonably satisfactory adjustment of population to re- 
sources without extreme wealth or extreme poverty. The comparative 
success of this adjustment is attributable to a combination of fac- 
tors including the cultural level of the people, the intelligent use 
of meager resources, and forward-looking social legislation. Emi- 
gration played an important part, especially before 1914. Finally, 
the decline in fertility, itself a product of general cultural de- 
velopment, appears to have been one of the basic factors enabling 
Finland and Scandinavia to avoid the acute problems of agrarian over- 
population that exist in central and eastern Europe. 
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THE 1940 On April 2, 120,000 enumerators will begin taking the 
CENSUS Sixteenth decennial census of population in the United 
States. The same enumerators will also take censuses of 
housing and agriculture, including irrigation and drainage. Census- 
es of manufactures, distribution, and mines and quarries are already 
being taken. Together they represent one of the most comprehensive 
group of inventories of demographic, social, and economic matters 
ever undertaken. 


An illustrative example of the population schedule, completed 
with fictional returns, appears on pages 8 and 9. Perhaps the most 
fundamental innovation in it is the inclusion of a supplementary set 
of questions that will be answered only by arepresentative sample of 
5 per cent of the population. The utilization of a random sample as 
an economical means of securing data on additional problems is quite 
unprecedented in a population census of the United States. It opens 
up possibilities of both more extensive and more frequent surveys of 
the American people. 


The questions taken on asample basis are those whose tabulation 
by minor areas is considered unnecessary. Some of them are entirely 
new; others are repetitions or modifications of items secured for the 
entire population in 1930. 


Another innovation in census practice was the trial enumeration 
undertaken in two Indiana Counties last August to test the feasibility 
of existing plans and to gain clues to further improvements. The test 
yielded valuable information concerning desirable changes in the in- 
structions to enumerators, questions that needed to be reworded or 
dropped, and troublesome spots in administrative plans. The data 
from the trial census are now being tabulated to give further insight 
into the reliability, validity, and usefulness of the information 
secured. 


The new schedule gives much less space than usual to the origin 
of foreign stocks. The country of birth of parents will be ascer- 
tained only for the 5 per cent sample. The usual question of mother 
tongue has also been relegated tothe sample, but it will be asked of 
the native as well as the foreign-born population. The questions on 
year of immigration and ability to speak English have been dropped 
altogether. 


Much of the space saved by these changes has been used for new 
inquiries on internal migration, a vital subject on which present 
knowledge is most inadequate. The place of residence on April l, 
1935 will be asked for each person five or more years of age. Urban 
places will be entered by name, and rural places will be so designa- 
ted. The state and county and whether or not the residence was on a 
farm will also be recorded. Tabulation problems presented by this 
series of questions are extremely complex, but the Bureau intends to 
publish tables on the origin and destination of migrants and on their 
characteristics in considerable geographic detail. 


Since reliable vital rates are now possible only for the years 
close to a census, the Division of Vital Statistics is planning a 
special volume of birth and death rates on a residence basis for the 
years 1939-1941 combined. Birth rates cannot be obtained for social

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or economic classes from registration statistics because of the lack 
of identifying data about the parents on the certificates. The use 
of ratios of children to women at the census, so far available only 
for color and residence groups, would be greatly expanded if children 
were linked to mothers in the tabulations. The Bureau is considering 
this linkage and the tabulation of ratios of children to women ac- 
cording to age of wife, the occupation and income of husband, and the 
education of either spouse, and the value or rent of the home. 


The question on the number of children ever born to married wo- 
men, last asked in 1910, is among those to be directed to the sample 
population. It is intended to supply information on childless mar- 
riages and on the fertility of actual cohorts (as opposed to the 
synthetic ones involved in net reproduction rates) for a variety of 
population groups. Supplementary questiorts will ascertain the age at 
first marriage, and whether ornot the present marriage is the first. 


Since, in 1930, only about 4 per cent of all persons over ten 
years of age were illiterate, the question on literacy has been re- 
placed by a much more significant one on the highest grade of school 
completed. The extent of formal education is a particularly valuable 
index of social status. Classifications based on the question un- 
doubtedly will have many uses. 


Extensive changes have been made in the approach to conditions 
of employment. For the first time something will be know about the 
economic activity of every person 14 or more years of age in a parti- 
cular period (the week of March 24-30). These persons will be class- 
ified as in the labor force or as not in the labor force. Persons 
in the labor force will be subclassified as (a) at work, or witha 
job or business, (b) assigned to public emergency work, or (c) seek- 
ing work, this latter group being subdivided into persons with work 
experience and new workers. Persons not in the labor force will be 
recorded as (a) engaged in home housework, (b) in school, (c) unable 
to work, or (d) "others". Hours worked will be reported for persons 
at work during the week, and the duration of unemployment will be re- 
ported for those seeking work and for emergency workers. 


Other related items include the number of weeks worked during 

1939, the income from wages and salaries, and the receipt of income 

of 50 or more dollars from other sources. Supplementary questions 

will ask whether the person has a Social Security number and if so 

‘the proportion of his wages orsalary from which deductions were made 
during 1939. 


For persons employed during the week, questions about occupa- 
tion, industry, and class of worker will relate to the job at which 
they were employed, and not, as hitherto, to the usual occupation. 
For persons seeking work, the last occupation, industry, andclass of 
workers will be returned. There will be a supplementary question on 
usual occupation and industry, so that, for the sample, they may be 
related to the present occupation and industry. 


To tabulate returns of occupation and industry, the Bureau 


plans, in general, touse the Standard Convertibility List of Occupa- 
tions of the Central Statistical Board and the American Statistical 

















Association. The occupations in this list have been arranged into 
broad groups similar to those of Edward's social-economic classifi- 
cation. 


The inquiry on value or rent of the home, which proved itself 
highly useful after its introduction for nonfarm homes in 1930, will 
be extended to all homes in 1940. Inquiries on the type of dwelling 
and the possession of a radio set have been transferred to the hous- 
ing schedule. 


Plans for the extensive tabulation of family data are being made 
for 1940. Tables on the number of persons in the household related 
by blood, marriage, or adoption will preserve continuity with earlier 
statistics. In addition, there will be tabulations of households, 
that is, groups of persons living together, with common’ housekeeping 
arrangements in the same living quarters. Private families again 
will be distinguished from quasi-family groups such as persons in 
large boarding houses, hotels, and institutions. 


It has long been known that the enumeration of young children in 
the United States, as elsewhere, is less complete than that of the 
remainder of the population. The extent of the underenumeration is 
not definitely know. Thompson and Whelpton estimated it at about 4 
per cent for white children under five years of age in 1930. A spe- 
cial effort is being made in 1940 to reduce this omission. The ne- 
nessity for counting infants is stressed both on the population sche- 
dule and in the instructions to the enumerators. The enumerator must 
ask in each household if there were any children born to any member 
of the household during the four months ending March 31, 1940. For 
each such child still living with the household, a special Infant 
Card must be filled out, in addition to the entry made on the popula- 
tion schedule. The enumerator will receive two cents for each such 
card returned. 


The Infant Card will have advantages beyond the improvement of 
the enumeration. Among the information secured will be place of 
birth. A check against the birth and infant death certificates will 
provide a measure of the completeness of birth registration as well 
as of the underenumeration of children under four months of age. 


Months of preparation lie behind the schedules, instructions, 
and plans for the census this spring. Conferences have been held 
with experts ineach field of inquiry; and the advice of many persons 
has been sought by correspondence. The needs of the many users of 
population data have been constantly kept in mind. The ultimate 
value of these efforts depends largely on the extent to which these 
users apply the data in studies and projects of social significance. 


DIFFERENTIAL FERTILITY The significance of the inverse associa- 
IN SWEDEN, 1930 AND tion of fertility and social-economic sta- 
1935-1936 tus depends to aconsiderable extent on the 
permanency of the relationship. It is of- 

ten suggested that this relation isastage in the transition from re- 
latively unrestricted fertility to predominantly controlled fertility 
and, therefore, likely todisenpear as fertility continues to decline. 











The view that the common inverse relation is likely to be modi- 
fied received its strongest support from data presented by Edin and 
Hutchinson for marital fertility of 1917-1930 in Stockholm, where 
birth rates were already very low (1(4):Title 149). Their data show- 
ed the usual inverse relation among industrial laborers, but in all 
higher status groups fertility varied directly with income. More- 
over, inthe first decade of marriage, fertility varied directly with 
education even when income was held constant. Innes found a tendency 
toward a narrowing of class differences in England (5(1):Title 253), 
and a few studies in this country indicate that, for certain groups, 
marital fertility is at least as high in the upper income groups as 
in the next lower bracket (3(1):Title 195; 4(3):Title 1056; Title 
221, this issue). 


More recent and comprehensive information for Sweden is now 
available. Volyme IX of the Swedish Census of 1930, Marriages and 
Number of Children, contains remarkable data onthe marital fertility 
of many regional and social-economic groups (5(3):Title 1311). Table 
4of this issue's Statistics Section has been compiled from this vol- 
ume by Christopher Tietze. It shows the average number of children 
born per married couple cross-classified by duration of marriage am 
by occupation, income, and education of the husband. Similar data, 
with somewhat less detail, is given for the population of cities 
with 30,000 or more inhabitants. 





The data for all Sweden show three striking relations. First, 
there was a clear-cut positive association of fertility and income 
in the higher-education groups of proprietors and salaried employees 
in nonagricultural pursuits. At lower educational levels, couples 
with incomes of 10,000 or more crowns were more fertile than those 
with incomes of between 6,000 and 10,000 crowns. Among wage-workers 
the usual negative association was the general rule. 


Second, fertility tended tobe positively correlated with educa-— 
tion among the proprietors and salaried employees engaged in pro- 
fessional service. In industry and agriculture the negative assoc- 
iation persisted at incomes below 6,000 crowns. 


Third, wage-workers were more fertile than the least educated 
proprietors and salaried employees except among the better paid agri- 
cultural workers. 


Comparable data are not available for Stockholm alone, but the 
census report does present somewhat less detailed information for the 
population in cities with more than 30,000 inhabitants. Of the mar- 
ried couples in these cities, 40.7 per cent lived in Stockholm and 
19.3 per cent in Géteborg. This material also is summarized in Table 
4. The fertility of proprietors and salaried employees with incomes 
of 10,000 or more crowms is even more striking for the city group 
than for the country as a whole. It was higher than that of any 
other income group inall marriage durations under 15 years. However, 
fertility and income were not directly correlated for, in general, 
the lowest fertility was in the middle income group. The difference 
between this pattern and the positive association reported by Edin 
and Hutchinson for Stockholm may be due to the inclusion of smaller 
cities and to other differences in the groups considered. Among wage- 




















workers the traditional inverse relation of fertility and income was 
clear-cut, as it was in the Stockholm study. 


The data just discussed were secured from the regular decennial 
census of 1930, which, as is the practice in Sweden, was based on 
transcripts from the parish registers instead of on direct enumera- 
tion. The national concern over declining birth rates led to a spe- 
cial and different type of census in 1935. The basic demographic 
data were extracted from the registers as usual, though in somewhat 
less detail. Then, in March, 1936, a20 per cent sample of the popu- 
lation was enumerated directly, the first such enumeration in Swedish 
history. 


Volume VI of the report of this census, Number of Children Born 
and Children Dead in Marriages, was published in 1939 (Title 233, 
this issue). In it the number of children of marriages contracted 
after 1900 are tabulated by duration of marriage and age of wife at 
marriage for couples classified according to the husband's occupa- 
tional and social group, income, and education; extent and type of 
the wife's gainful employment; and the husband's occupational shifts 
between marriage and the census enumeration. 








The average number of children born was highest among agricul- 
tural laborers and next highest among owmers and managers in agricul- 
ture. Then followed, substantially lower but scarcely differentia- 
ted, owners and managers in other pursuits, industrial laborers, and 
other laborers. Salaried employees were lowest of all. The fertil- 
ity of women whose husbands changed occupation groups between marriage 
and the census was between that characteristic of the occupation left 
and that of the one entered. In such cases agricultural pursuits 
appeared to have greater influence on fertility than any other type 
of work. Women whose husbands had the least education had the most 
children, but those whose husbands had an intermediate education had 
the fewest children. The relations of income and fertility were 
generally the same as those shown by Dr. Tietze's table: higher fer- 
tility at the two extremes of the income classification than in the 
middle. Even in Sweden, where fertility has fallen to remarkably low 
levels and the standard pattern of differentials has been modified, 
the much discussed direct association of fertility and social-economic 
status has not become generally established. 


POPULATION ANALYSIS The work of Alfred J. Lotka is the central core 
BY ALFRED J. LOTKA of formal population analysis. Hitherto, those 

endeavoring to trace the systematic development 
of his studies have had to search out an extensive list of fugitive 
periodical literature. These materials have been rounded out, put in 
order, and brought together in asingle volume, Analyse démographique 
avec application particuliére & l'espéce humaine. It was received 
too late for inclusion in this issue's bibliography and will be ab 
stracted in the next number. 








Successive chapters after the introduction treat: relations in- 
volving mortality and natality, relations involving fertility, the 
descendants of a population element, indices and measures of natural 
increase, relations involving fertility according to order of birth, 











the extinction of a line of descendants. There is a conclusion, an 
appendix, and a bibliography. 


The book is one of the series, Exposés de biométrie et de sta- 
tistique biologique edited by Georges Teissier and published by Her- 
mann et Cie.(6, Rue dela Sorbonne, 6). Its price is 50 francs (paper 
cover, 149 pp.). In view of the current difficulties of securing 
books from abroad, arrangements for distribution in this country are 
being considered.

NOMINAL PRICE Cloth bound, 378 pp.). This volume is a report of 

the proceedings of the Second General Assembly of 
the International Population Union held in London in 1931. It con- 
tains twenty-three papers presented to the Assembly. Originally it 
was sold for 15 shillings.
